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Italy. 

In the time of the Antonines tbe Roman Em- 
pire is said by the historian of tbe Decline and 
Fall to hare extended abore 2,000 miles in breadth 
from tbe wall of Antoninus and the northern 
limiis of Dacia to Mount Allas and tbe tropic of 
CoDcer, and in length more than S.CtOO miles from 
tbe western ocean to the Euphrates. Tbe same 
authority says that tbe empire contained upwards 
of 1,900,000 square miles, for the most part of 
fertile and well cultivated land. 

luly was tbe heart of this vast empire. It 
was known by the different names of Hesperia, 
Satumia, Latium Ausonia, Oenotria, Ac., but, 
under whatever name it went, it was the garden 
of Europe and the center of the civilized world. 
It was divided into two parts, (Jallia Cisalpina 
and Italia Propria. The first of these divisions 
extended from tbe Alps on the north to an imag- 
inary line drawn from the mouth of the Rubicon 
to that of the Uaers, and the second division 
from tbe last named line to tbe Straights of Mes- 
sina. M ithin these two divisions, according to 
the historian, Pliny, were contained 14,0o0,(M)0 
inhabitants. This population consisted of innu- 
merable tribes, but all were under the one proud 
Oovernmeut of Rome. 

Italy, however, was not under one government 
as of old, when war brtke out a few weeks ago, 
between Austria on the one side, and Sardinia 
and France on tbe other. In the north, tbe Aus- 
trians ruled Iximbardv and Venice; in tbe north- 
west, the Sardinians held Savoy and Piedmont; 
tbe center was parceled out into Parma, Modeaa, 
Lucca, Tuscany and tbe Papal States, while tbe 
southern portion was tbe Kingdom of Naples. — 
There was no such thing as Italian nationality. — 
Tbe scepter of tbe Ca'sars bad departed, and a 
doaen rulers divided out the imperial power of 
tbe Antonines into provincial driblets. 

When Napoleon III determined to help Sardi- 
nia to drive tbe Austrians out of Italy, it was the 
hope of many that be would succeed, and, that an 
Italian nationality would be established. These 
hopes have been disappointed. Tbe only real 
change brought about in luly by tl e lute war 
was taking Lombmrdy from Austria and giving 
it to Sardinia. This does not lessen tbe number 
of rulers in Italy, cur approach tbe c.stablishing 
of an Italian nationality. Italy still remains 
under the rule of numerous petty Princes, none 
of whom comes within reach of a first class sov- 
ereign. 

We do not think therefore that the Italian war 
is ended. Armies have only cessed to tight for a 
time. There can be no permanent peace while so 
many rulers attempt to control Italy. They will 
quarrel among themselves, as did the petty tribes 
of tbe ancient Peninsula, until another Roman 
power swallows up the whole. Nor are there 
many persons in this country, at least, who would 
regret to see an Italian nationality established. — 
luly under one ruler would make a first class 
power, and tbe lulians would he to the South of 
Europe what the Germaus arc to the North. We 
should like to see something of this kind, and 
although we cannot point out bow it is to be done, 
we hope that mighty power, Revolution, will one 
dsy accomplish it. 

The lulians may not be prepared for a repub- 
lic to extend from tbe Alps to the Straights of 
Messina, and from the Adriatic to tbe Mediter- 
ranean, but they are certainly ready for au 
Italian nationality, whether it be under a repub- 
lican or monarchical form of government. In 
any event, tbe Italian mind, from one end of tbe 
Peniaaula to the other, longs for a nationality, 
and ought to have it. Nothing prevents its be- 
ing brought about by a revolution as rapid and 
as terrible as the hnrncane that sweeps over the 
Alps and Appenines, except foreign bayonets. Let 
France and Austria leave Italy to herself, and tbe 
historian will soon record the events of a revolu- 
tion which has established an Italian power, ex- 
tending from the Alps to the Straights of Messina, 
and from the Mediterranean sea to the Adriatic, 
under a single sovereign, be he President, Ring, 
Emperor, or what you will, as in the davs of 
Roman Italy. How long such a power might en- 
dure, none can tell, but that there will be such a 
power esiabliahed at no very distant day, we Lave 
no doubt.
